THE RETURN OF THE LIGHT 


The Fesfival which we celebrate 
on February I is probably one of ihe 
oldest of all SeasoNAl fesfivals. IN | 
' GreeCce, it was the firs of three days of 
the Lesser Eleusinian Mysferies which 
marked the return of Persephone fo her 
mother, Demeter, after her descent info 
the Underworld.' In Celtic countries. 
the festival of Imbolc is opposite 
Lammas in the sacred calendar. 
Depending on whom you read, Imbolg 
or Imbolc, means roughly 'in the belly”. 
a reference fo ihe new gesfation witnin 
the Mother, or means parturition 
(birthingF. or comes from the gaelic "Oi 
Melg” meaning ewe milk, a reference 
to the time when ihe ewe's milk sfarts 
fo flow. 

Imbolc was a fire festival, looking 
ahead fo the porential heat of a New 
growing Season and the Goddess's 
Sexual fires. If was celebrated by ine 
lighting of a purifying 'new fire” on 
every hearth. Roman celebrations of 
the sexual frenzies of the Godaess, Juno 
Februata, were drastically modified into 
the Christian "Feast of the Purification of 
the Virgin".” It is from her name that our 
word "febrile," meaning fevered, 
comes. Some SOUrces tell us that It was 
the cusfom of the time fo Þurn candles

torches at midnight. 

Many of us call this festival 
'Brigit,” after the great Triple Goddess of 
ancient Ilreland. This fesfival honours ] 
her in Ner maiden aspect, as the 
bringer of Spring and of new life. Af 
her shrine in Kildare, a sacred flame 
burnt continuously for hundreds of years 
and was not extinguished until the time 
of Henry VIll. The sacred flame was : 
hidden from view by a hedge, which 
could nof be approached by males. 

The Dagda (the eany InsN Father 
God) was thought fo be a son of the 
Triple Goddess Brigit , but the myth 
changed over the centuries. Firsf, Ne 
was saida to have married the Triple. 
Goddess. Later he was said fo have 
had only one wife with three names, 
Breg, Meng and Meabel (Lie, Guile 
and Disgrace'). Three guesses who 
made that sfory up! His wife Then gave 


birth to three daughters all called Brigit. 


It changed again fo say that nof Ne 
but three of his descendants. Brian, 
luchar and lucharba married three 
princesses, who togernher owned 


lreland-Hire, Fodhla and Banbha®. 


If fhe Goddess was SO great, why 
would she bother getting married at all, 
you might ask. And a good question, 
too. The earlier Greek sfory of Core's 
abduction by Hades forms part of ihe 
myth in which the Greek gods forcibly 
marry the Triple Goddess- Zeus, Hera; 
Zeus or Poisedon, Demeter; Hades, 
Core- and is another version of the 
Same sad sfory 'which refers fo male 
USUrpaTtion of the female a wn 
mysteries in primitive Times 

In any case, Brigit as a Goddess 
had been considered a Triad: The Brigit 
of Poetry, the Brigit of Healing and ihe 


Brigit of Smithcraft. In Gaelic Scotland 
her symbol was the White Swan. 


Black the town yonder, 
Black those that are in it; 
| am the White Swan, 
Queen of them all.” 
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Swans have long been sacred 
birds, thought fo carry the Souls of the 
dead as well as fo be a bird symbolic 
- of shamanic france. Ihe mythology 
about them is endless. She was also 
known as Bride of the Golden Hair and 
Bride of the White Hills. In the Hebrides. 
she was the patroness of childbirth. A. 
Comish invocation to the local Brigit 
Triad runs: 


Three Ladies come from the East, 
One with fire, and two with frost. 
Out with thee, fire, and in with thee 
frost. 

It is a charm against.a scald. It is said 
three times over each of nine bramble 

leaves while applying them to the scald 
| to be effective.” 


There is . 
also evidence 
that any great 
Insh Goddess 
_ could have been 
called Brigit, as 
the name itself 
meant "Exalted" 
or *'High One". 
There was also 
an hisforic Saint Brigit, of whom it was 
believed that she had been a priestess 
of the Goddess before converting to 
Christianity. As a beloved parroness, 
She took on many of the characterisfics 
of the Goddess that sRhe may have 
Once Served. \For example, Saint Brigit 
retained her character of Muse until the 
Purifan Revoiurion, ner Nealing Powers 
are still being called upon, mainly 
tnrough poetic incantations at Sacred 
wells. Bridewell, the women's 
penitentiary in London, was originally 
one of her nunneries. 

The 14th C. Swedish St. Brigid, Or 
Brigit, founded the Order of St. Brigid. 
 ohe was NO relation to the original lrish 
Saint, though apparently, Some houses 
of her Order "reverted merrily to 
paganism".'® 

In the Highlands of Scotland the 
fesfival was strictly matriarchal - the 
door of the feasting place was barred 


fo the men who had fo plead humbly 
to honour Brigit, or Bride, as they call 
her there. In the North of England, 
February Ist used to be called Wives 
Feast Day because it was regarded as 
a fertility festival. Women would cook 
lavish meals and Serve them fo each 
Other. In Ireland Brigit is still honoured 
by making crosses Out of sftraw. The 
Straw or rushes left over from this 
activity were considered fo have 
curative Powers. Fishermen used fo 
take wisbs of the sfraw fo Sea witn 
inem. 

Farmers used fo take their 
trousers off and sif on the ground at 
Imbolc., to find out if it was warm 
enough to plough.'' Today, the festival 
can be celebrated by quenching all 
fires (candles), and then relighting 
each one from a sacred SOUrce, SUen 
as a dedicated, red candle. Barbara 
Walker, Z. Budapest, Starhawk and' ihe 
Farrars all have written books witN fine 
examples of Brigit/Imbolc/Light Rituals. 

This time is also called 
Candlemas, and is a time for reading 
omens for the coming season. For most 
of the Population. if has become 
Groundhog Day. In the past, it was 
Simply that if Candlemas was fine, 
winter would continue and if nof, that 
Spring was near. It is also a good day 
to go. out and hit fruit trees with sticks to 
wake them up; and to sing fo them To 
let them know it is almost time to get 
the sap running again. D 

Yer another name for this festival 
is the ASshgrove Esbat.'* . The ash is one 
of the three most magical BritisN Trees, 
along with oak and thorn. In Norse 
mythology the ash was Ygarassil (or 
World Tree), on which Odin was hung 
for nine days and at the base of whose 
roots, the Norns sat, casting the fate of 
all people. Ash protects one from 
lightning and can be used in divination 
and charms. It also protects folk from 
witchcraft so it is an interesfing free to 
have around. | have Several in my 
yard. 


History aside, this is the time of. 
year when we begin to See the firs? 
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glimmers of spring light. The tide of 
winter can carry away all That which 
we NO longer need. Imbolc, 
Candlemas or Brigit-| this is the time to 
rid yourself of what hinders your Seeds 
from growing.

Some background: In mosft countries in Europe, "com doll” refers to 
an animal, female or braided form made from wheat, barley, oats or 
rye (actually any Nollow Straw will do, but. the above have obvious 
fertility Significance). Of the four grains, wheat is probably the best le and here, just above the first joint. 
and the most widely available. Other examples of harvests used to 
form "dollies” are Sweet com or maize in the Americas, rice in Burma, 
rushes in Ireland and palm leaves in the south of France. 0 +/ 

Ihe making of com dollies is thought fo have begun in Egypt, where oo 
they were human in form. Demeter, ihe Greek goddess of the com, | 
and her daughter. Persephone, both had corn dollies crafted in their 
hoNOur. COMmUCOopla, a symbol of continued plenty and of the sacred hom, may 

_ have been the first actual braided dolly. 

The Corn Spirit lived in the cornfield and died as the last sheaf was cur. In order fo 
be-reborn in the spring, the Com Spirit was held in the dolly, which was made out of 
this lasf sheaf. If was kept over the winter and. most offen, was replanied in The field 
in spring. Thus, ensUring a good and continuous harvest.

A Bride's Cross (Pronounced 'breed's"') made around Imbolc (aka Bridget) from 
the harvest of Lammas, and hung at the door brings health, safefty and good luck to 
the home. Here is one version of how fo make Her; be suUre fo make It witNin YOUr 
Circle and charge it accordingly. 

Materials/equipment: © wheat sfraws, linen thread, SCissors, damp cloth fo keep 


Straw MoOisf. (lt is possible to buy sfraw for weaving but it is OI and, until one is more proficient, less - 
wasteful, fo pick straw on the road sides.) 


Method: Soak the sfraw in water until pliable (4 hours or more). Cut off the 
head and just above the first joint (fig 1). Tie the 9 sfraws and place 2 sftraws at each 
of 3 corners and 3 at the 4th comer (fig 2). Toke the front Straw of the three and fold it 
over to lie along-side the two at the next comer (fig 3&4) & continue until the cross is 
Ine required Size. When finished, tie Straws at the end with land (fig 5). - - Rowan

They eat 33% of the 
world's grain and /0% of the Unifed 
States grain - an aMounT that if 
redistributed to starving people could 
adequately feed twice that country's 
population.”? Many individuals today 
are aware that beef consumption also 
contributes fo global warming, 
rainforest desfruction, loss of PreCioOUs 
topsoil and ultimately fo deseriification.

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TANSY CAKES 


Once cultivated and used extensively as a medicinal herb, 
ransy is a traditional biffer tonic after the long winter months. It 
was Sometimes referred to as the Herb of Immortality due to its use 
in embalming ihe dead, and was also used., along with ofher 
herbs, for Strewing on the floor fo defer fleas and ofher insects. 
Tansy was and is still used as an effective emmenagogue (fo 
induce mensirual bleeding). Two main cautions sNould be noted: 
firstly, if taken in large doses, the high thione content, can damage the central nervous 
Sysfem and; Secondly, women who do nof wish fo promote their mensfrual bleeding 
Should not take tansy. These points cannot be over emphasized, however, used wisely, 
with care and attention, tansy adas greatly fo the herblore of any Witch. 

The cakes below were adopred by the Christians in certain parts of the Brifisn [sles, 
but have Much older roots. They are traditionally made for 
Spring Equinox Circles. 


YOU wiil need: 

4oz/l HOUT 20z/50g sugar tsp baking Powder 
pinch or salt I t5pÞ chopped Tansy I egg 

202z/90g butter leaves milk 


Sift flour with salf. Rub in butter, add sugar & baking powder and mix in the 
chopped fansy.
